Pnrliamoulary Summary. 

In tbo ooul-Bo of his budget Bpooch.tho 
Eon. Mr. Uftrtwright, referring to tho 
Paoifio obligations, said: — Were it tho 

.pleasure of Iho House to decide that tho 
Paoifio Railway must be completed in 
tbiit time, it mufit also be prepared to 
tiike into ijccbnnt tho suma required to 
be borrowed for other publio works and 
to roilorm certain portions of tho public 
debt; luul nl a modfirato oatiniato ovor 
§'200,000,000 would bo needed. In other 
•worda, wo would be compelled to go to 
the London market— for this is tho only 
imarkot practically open to us— as bor- 
rowers of §30,000,000 erery year for Roveu 
snciossive years. There may bo hon. 
geutlomon in this House who think w« 
would bo able to bear this, but if bo, I 
envy thom their faith in the future of tho 

.J)ominion. (Hear, hear, and laughter.) 
But I say that such a project, involving 
such a charge, is ludicrously absurd. I 
say nothing as to the cost of keeping 
open tho road when built; but before I 
have done bon. gentlemen will bo able to 
judge for themselves what it would likely 
reach, drawing the deductions from tho 
experience derived in the working of 
smallor railways, whiok we at present 
own and run. Just now I spoke of our 
striot legal obligation; I desire to say one 
or two worna on the circumstances under 
which this obligation was contracted, be- 
cause I tliink tliey afford of themselves a 
pretty full justification of tho action of 
thoproBont (Jovcrumont. I must call to 
tho minds of tho older members of tho 
House the debates and discussions 
wbioh took place during tho time 
time our treaty with British' Columbia 
was under consideration. They will re- 
member that there was an eioooeingly 
etrong feeling iu the House against some 

of tho provisions of thut treaty which were aarried 
by tho Biiulluit puisiblo majority, Terr frciiuonlly 
1m8 than tho atJBregate numhur of Miniiturs hariny 
•o»tgln theHouao. So very strong was tlie f»fliuK, 
tkktit W»a atturwarJt iletermincil that a certain 
Teiolailon should bo pltcwl upon tho jouriials of lha 
Boasa, which was actually done, by which it iraB dr- 
cldod that, olthorgh wo had committed ourMlTi-a to 
thlB claim, it was only on condition that the road 
ihould ho made in a certain fashion, and DO oxceasivc 
burden should bo placed upon tho resourccB of tho 
country. I havo also been infunned that tho BrltiBh 
Columbia deleratea were themnelvea coniontinK par- 
tlea to the roaolutlon. That, howevfr, I do not know 
of my own personal knowledse. Thin I do know, that 
I called the attention of Sir Ucorf(e Cartier, tho then 
Mlniater of Militia, to this extraordinarT provlnion 
myielf, asking him if ho had communitatcd it to the 
Legislature of liritiBh Oolumbia. Some on* of the 
dslcgates w»» then sitting beside mc — I am aot sure 
Which of them, but I think it was Qov. Trutch. Ilia 
nply WIS that there waa no naed to do so, because tba 
dolegataa were fully cognizant of the whole matter, 
amd were iiscuting parties thereto. Although I do 
not Bay we can or will dissent from the couseiluaDCei 
of our legal obli^'ationB. 1 do aay that at any rate the 
people of British Columbia had vcrv fair notico of 
what the Inteiilioiis anil meai'.ing of the Umiso wuro 
when thPSu obligations were unil' rtnkn. ' • « » 
In like manner with regard to British Columbia, it 
was stated by some hon. t;entleineu that it was coa- 
tributing more to the rcTenuo than it recclYcd. Its 
contribution in 18T2.:i was J117.000. Canadian eipan- 
dltureou it araomntcd to $02«,801, being a balanw of 
S3M,000 against the Dosaiulon. That does not include 
•thor expssditnres demsndcd by our leelslatlou. In 
1873-( the gross oxpendllure en that Province woald 
be t77Q,ISO. From that amount no deduction could 
probably he made. On the other band our eillmated 
receipts were $400,000. Thus with u> . OTtrfloWlng 
treasury aa regards Canada, we found ourselves ex- 
posed te a defteiency. Wo had not included outlays 
upon the Paciftc Railway. The Dominion was apund- 
iuR between $200.t00 and 1.100,000 orer and aboTo Ita 
income from that Province. A like result was pro- 
bablA in ISti-S, oalj there would be a canslderabl* ex- 
pcnditace In publto works that might not b« oontinn- 
•d sboT* a year or two.

; By Mr. Robson— What was most talked 
about on board tho steamer '? 

(Witness — The iron on Texada Island; 
tthey seauiod to havo privato conversa- 
flions; thought from tho oxamination of 
fho map thrt thoy were all intorostod, as 
^hea examining the map the convorsa- 
taon was about the iron ore on tho Island ; 
Moody, Dalby and Hughes took part in 
this couTorsation; saw DoCosmos measur- 
ing tho map, and this eonvorsatiou about 
the irou was nssociutod togotlior with tho 
map presumably ; Mr. Walkem was not 
then present; the conversation always 
dropped when I came in; I concluded 
they did not wish me to know anything 
.About it. 

Mr Uolison — I havo no othor witnesses, 
but as Mr. Walkem has so repeatedly 
wished me to go into tho witness-box, I 
am ready. 

John llobson, sworn — When tho arti- 
cle appeared in the Colonist of tho Otii 
of February was tho lirst he saw of it; 
did not see it in proof; I showed my Ro- 
solution to Bovoral mombers of the House; 
recollect speaking to tho Speaker about 
tho resolution, but not as to tho proprio- 
ty of bringing it forward ; got up the ro- 
solutionof my ownaecord.iiul i)i-es:;ed for 
tho Commission without tlio assi:itani:o or 
advieo of any one; did not consult tbo 
Speaker about tho propriety of moving 
this ro.!olutiun, and acted upon my own 
rospensibility. 

The Ciiief Justice questioned the pro- 
priety of enquiring as to the mode of busi- 
ness of the Legislature. 

The Ohief Justice said it was not pro- 
per to ask what took place inthe-Legisla- 
ture. , ^ ^,<.- ■• 

^Vitnes8 laid, if tho .GoTernment^ yrsia 
willing to institute this enquiry, he 
wa.i|willing to withdraw his resolution. 

Tho Chief Justico liore road from jour- 
nals of the House as to motions submit- 
ted by Mr llobson aud tho Attoruey-Gen- 
oral. 

Witness — I said I did not use the word 
rirg in my resolution; did not deny using 
tho word ring in tho House, but did nOf 
use it in tho resolution; had never said 
that the Attorney-General had jireventad 
me from becoming one of tho Govern- 
ment and I would be even with him, nor 
in reference to DsCosmos or any other 
member of tho Government; never made 
any advances to be admitted to be one of 
the Opverhmont; was offered an unofficial 
seat, but refused the same. 

Tho Chief Justice to Mr. Walkom — 
During this Commisiiou you complained 
of tho ripping up of tho affairs of Moody 
it Co; now you are falling into the error 
of ripping up private matters between 
y o arsolf and Mr;" Bobson* 

Mr, Walkem — I wished to show Mr. 
Robson's conduct in this mattor was tho 
result of malice. 

Judge Croase to Mr. Walkom — Tho 
contradictory ovideuoo of the witnesses 
Moody and Dalby has justified suspicion, 
and Mr. Robson was light in mov- 
ing in this matter. : 

The " Chief Justice— Why should we 
rako up old grievances between yourself 
and Mr, Robson; we all know you are po- 
litically opposed to eacu othor. 

Hon. Attorney-Genoral--If this is ob- 
jected to I will drop the examination. 

The Chief Justice— Even admitting 
there was a grudge between you and Mr. 
Robscn, what good can arise from now 
referring to it '? 

Mr. Kobson---! distinctly disclaim be- 
ing iuihienced by any vindiclivemotiYO; 1 
believed the statonients [ .saw in The Col- 
onist were true at the tune, and I believe 
they are true now, although I may not 
succeed in . eliciting all the truth 
from the witnesses; I thought when I saw 
the statement in The Coloxist that it had 
some foundation, and subsequent informa- 
ation satisfied me; my lirst infonnuut was 
5Ir. Iliggins who told nio that Dalby 
Mr. Morton, and Capt. Devei'oaux had 
made statements to him; witnois found 
that Dalby had not only given tho in- 
formation to Mr. Higgins, but toothers; 
had conversation witii Sir. IMortoii, Nor- 
ria and others. With respect to Jlr. 
Moody's ovidonco; there were two eon- 
vorsations between us, which worn inisin- 
terprotod by Mr. Moody; Mr. IMooily stat- 
ed that I wished to crush him; I ncvQr 
said so; I sjjoko in a 8j)irit tho very oppo- 
sito; I spoke of past friondship, and 
trusted there woiTld bo no alienation of 
friendship througli this enquiry; that in 
moving iu this matter I had no wish 
to injure tho Company, but ho- 
lieved some of the allegations were 
true, and felt as n public man it wai my 
duty to preiB for investigation; I re- 
gretted the manner in which Moody and 
Dalby had givo:i theirovidonco as it gave 
me great jjain. 

Mr. D. W. Uiggina was ncvt called. He 
announced himself tho autlKu- of tlio ar- 
ticles that had appeared in Tin; Colonist 
on the "grab, "and detailed conversations 
he had had with Capt. Dovereaux, Messrs 
Morton, Dalby and others. -Mr. -Walkem 
followed but, nothing of importance was 
elicited. Tho ovidunco of both *itnoBsoB 
will bo given to-inorrow. 

This concluded tho evidonco for the 
present, and tho Chief Justico stated that 
tho Commission would stand adjourned 
to recuivo tlio ovidonco of Mr. DoCosmos 
on his return from Ottawa.

She loft Fort Wrangel on tho 
27th ult., touched at Massett harbor, Bel- 
la Bella, Fort Rupert and Alert Bay, aud 
coaled at Departure Bay. Sho oncoun- 
terud strong S. E. gales all the way from 
Wrangel to Nanaimo. At Bella Bella 
hoard th.it thoGlenora had l(>ft tliera last 
Wednesday morning. While tho Otter 
was at F'ort llui)ort on Saturday morning 
the Hopo passed up, and tho Isabel was 
met tho same ilay about 10 a, m, north of 
tho mouth of Salmon River.

Our Local Gov- 
ernment, ia looIdng,^]and jfor the means 
of obtaining "money, conceived 
tho very improper idea of capitnliising 
Some of the subsidies guaranteed to us by 
tho Dominion undor tho terms of Con- 
federation, and api)ointod tho Provincial 
I'roniior a special delogato to carrv out 
negotiations on that basis. These "nego- 
tiations wore commenced' with' the Qov- 
ernmont of the Dominion, and on its re- 
signation this special agent opened nego- 
tiations with tho present Governrasnt. 
Honourable gentlemen would bear iu 
mind that the people Icnew nothing of all 
those transactions until aomo timo after 
the meeting of the Provincial Assembly. 
And it so happened that the general elec- 
tion throughout the country came on at 
the time when our Assembly had a bill 
under consideration to open our terms of 
Union and capitalize certain subsidies, 
and at dilTerent parts of tho countrv 
speeches woro nuulo by mombors of tho 
Government having roferonco to a relaxa- 
tion of somo of tho clauses iu our terms 
of Union. At thia juncturo of affairs tho 
people became alarmed, thatthe local Gov- 
ernment wanted money and tho Domin- 
ion Government wished for a modiOca- 
tion of their obligation to us lost an ar- 
rangomont -would bo como to which might 
deprive tho province of a largo portion 
of tho ruvonuo, aud delay the construction 
of tho Pacific railway, and thereby cast a 
damper over tho deorest hopes of the 
country for an indefinite period. A meet- 
ing at which people from all sections of 
the country were presont, was held at 
\'ictoria to olitain an expression of opin- 
ion on tho doings of our Assembly, at

solution was embodied in a petition, a 
copy of which I have before, me. Now I 
ask honorable members.il 'there: anything 
in tho petition oi> resolntiori' breathing a 
spirit of insurrection, rebellion or 
treason? Wo find a member in tho 
other branch of the Legislature call- 
ing tlioKo who ^took iMirt iu this movo- 
jnent a "mob."

Jowing at the appointed hour, probably 
about 600 or 700 persons went to the 
"House to witness tho presentation of the 
potitiou, aud they conducted themselves 
in tho most ordoi-ly, respectful manner. 
Tho efl'ect of this demonstration was that 
the government wero obligod[to add a sav- 
ing clause to tho Bill, the substance of 
which is that tho taking of any money by 
British Columbia, or tfie giving of any 
money by tho Dominion should iu no 
way interfere with tho terms of Confed- 
eration. Here ended what has been call- 
ed a "rebollion," and I trust that I havo 
mado it plain to hon. gontlomon that tho 
source of all tho evil lay within our own 
Province; and that wo wished to crush it 
there and then, lest the Government of 
the Dominion should come to erroneous 
conclusions as to public opinion. 

Hon. Mr. Carrall, who wag very imper- 
faotly hoard, was understood to say that 
he was ])or3uadod that ho could give some 
information to tho Government and point 
"a moral and adorn a tale." The objec- 
tion of the peopl'e 'of- British ^'Columbia 
was to tanqjor with the treaty that mado 
thorn an integral part of the Dominion of 
Canada; for if thoy opened tho door in the 
BKullest degree, there may bo no moans 
of closing it. Mr. Edgar had been ap- 
pointed to treat with tho people, but tho 
([uestion of tho Government when thoy 
intended to bring down the railway policy 
aud that policy, thoy wero told, was uot 
matured yot. Ho warned tho Government 
that they must moot tho wishes of tho 
peoplo, but he said this in a kindly spirit, 
Hon. Mr. Lotollior do St. Just did not 
see any necessity for such an address, in- 
asmuch as theinstruotious given tp Mr. 
Edgat werieqiiiteof ia. private oharaoter, 
and could not be made public without 
injury to all parties concernod. Ho could 
simply -slate that thoro was no ill fooling 
towards tho Province of British Colum- 
bia, and that tiio presont Government 
wore most anxious to keep faith with that 
Province, and aU that had boon guaran- 
teed on the part of the Dominion. 

Hon. Mr. Macdonald, in reply, was 
willing to accejit the statomont of tho 
lion, geiitloman tliattho (Government had 
no ill feeling against our Province. Mr. 
Mackenzie's namo was commonly men- 
tioned in connection with the matter in 
British Columbia, and the opinion, as ex- 
pressed in spoeclvcftiu different parts of 
tho country, was that Mr. Maokon/.io 
would treat us justly, if nothing more. 
If the instructions to Mr. Edgar wore 
strictly confidential ho would withdraw 
tho motion. The only vrish lie had in 
moving for tho address was to know what 
had occurred with regard to the Local 
Government. , . . -. 

The motion was, 'withd rawia.
